Only through the ef- 
forts of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the use of their 
agents was the investigation 
carried on to a successful con- 
clusion.

PARLIAMENT VOTE 


IN SPAIN APPROVES 
U.S. AGREEMENT 


MADRID, Nov. 30 (UP)—Par- 
liament unanimously approved 
the Spanish-American military 
and economic agreement today 
after Foreign Minister Alberto 
Martin Artajo said it would not 
impair Spain’s independence. 

Martin Artajo severely criti- 
cized Britain and France for 
their opposition to the regime 
of Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco and said the under- 
standing with the United States 
was facilitated when the Amer- 
ican people became aware of 
the bad faith of “some of their 
Allies in their dealings with 
Spain.” 

He noted also. in. connection 
with the good feelings between 
the United States and anti- 
Communist Spain, that the 
American administration began 
to eliminate “Communist ele- 
ments which infiltrated its 
ranks.” 


17 TONS OF GOLD 
SENT TO LONDON 
BY SOVIET UNION 


LONDON, Nov. 30 (UP)—Rus- 
sia shipped 17 tons of gold, 
worth more than $15,000,000, to 
London by plane today amid re- 
ports the Soviet Union is short 
of foreign exchange. 

A cordon of police surrounded 
the three planes that brought 
the gold to London Airport from 
Moscow by way of Prague. 

The London bullion market 
believed the shipments, which 
were top secret until the last 
plane landed, went directly from 
the airport to the Bank of Eng- 
land under direction of customs. 

Czech airlines flew the heavi- 
ly-sealed consignments from 
Moscow to Prague where they 
were picked up by Dutch KLM 
airliners and flown into Lon- 
don. KLM refused to disclose 
to whom the gold was being 
shipped. 

Officials and bullion traders 
in-London believed Russia was 
short of sterling. Russian sil- 
ver and some platinum began 
appearing in European markets 
last month and there were re- 
ports of increased gold sales.

Desperate Efforts to 
Save Swiss Skier Fail 
in Tragedy on Mount 
Shasta. 


MOUNT SHASTA, Calif., Nov. 
30 (AP) — Fellow mountain 
climbegs told today of the des- 
perate but futile efforts of Jon 
Lindbergh and others to save a 
Swiss skier who fell 800 feet 
down treacherous Mount Shasta. 

Edgar Werner Hopf, 31l-year- 
old electronics engineer, died 
early yesterday after he had 
been administered artificial res- 
piration for 11 hours. 

Lindbergh, 20-year-old

Hopf, on skis, lost his foot- 
ing at the 12,000-foot level on 
the icy mountain Saturday. 

“No one saw Hopf fall,” said 
Gail Gilbert, a member of the 
party. “But they saw him flash- 
ing down in a shower of snow. 
Jon and another student, Vlado 
Kavalik, axe-jumped out onto 
the sheer ice and tried-to stop 
him, but they missed.” 

They found Hopf at the end 
of an 800-foot bloodstained trail 
that marked the route of his 
fall. He died of head and in- 
ternal injuries. The body was 
brought down the mountain. 

Lindbergh and the seven oth- 
ers reported the tragedy to Cor- 
oner Lloyd B. Noble, then pub- 
licity-shy Jon slipped away to 
Palo Alto, where he studies ma- 
rine biology at Stanford, before 
reporters could talk with him. 

Other members of the party 
said that after they found the 
unconscio Hopf, they fash- 
ioned a toboggan of four skis 
and pulled him to flat ground. 
One member went for help. 

Hopf’s breathing became la- 
bored and they built a snow 
tgldo to keep him warm. 

“Four hours later,” they said, 
“Werner stopped breathing. Ar- 
tificial respiration was started. 
This was continued for 11 hours 
until it waS realized that noth- 
ing more could be done.” 

Hopf, a graduate electrical en- 
gineer from: Switzerland, was 
described by Lindberg as the 
best skier in the party. 

He was an employe of the 
Stanford Rrsearch Institute and 
had been engaged in research 
work in Hollywood for Techni- 
color Corp. He and his wife of 
two years, Maribel, lived at 
Palo Alto.

Lodge estimated that nearly 
38,000 U.N. soldiers and South 
Korean civilians died in Korea 
as the result of atrocities at the 
hands of the Reds behind battle 
lines after capture, in prison 
camps and “death marches” or 
for political reasons, He charged 
it was part of a “conscious pal- 
icy” of an enemy dedicated “to 
world Communism.”

TORONTO, Nov. 30 — Igor 
Gouzenko says that spy rings can 
only be cleaned up from the 
inside. Gouzenko, former Soviet 
Embassy clerk in Ottawa, has 
been in hiding since he turned 
evidence against the Russian spy 
ring over to the Canadian gov- 
ernment in 1945. 

Gouzenko’s own case bears him 
out. From the night Gouzenko 
walked out of the Russian Em- 
bassy at Ottawa with a sheaf of 
messages between the Soviet spy 
ring operators, their chiefs in 
Moscow and their agents in Can- 
ada, dates most of the convic- 
tions of Russian espionage agents 
apprehended both in the United 
Statese and in Canada. 

Directly convicted on Gouzen- 
ko’s evidence were 11 spies, in-

whom subsequently were con- 
victed. 

From the beginning, further-. 
more, Gouzenko maintained that 


embassy he said, in a formal 
statement, “The Russian people 
have the same understanding of 
freedom as all the peoples of 
the world.

DULLES WELCOMES TALKS 
WITH RUSSIA ON DISPUTES 


Tells House Committee U.S. Will Not Sur- 
render Principles at Conference, 
However. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today the United 
States would “welcome oppor- 
tunities to settle specific dis- 
putes” with Russia, but the con- 
ference table should not be con- 
sidered “as a place where we 
surrender our principles.” 


He made his statement before 
& special House committee in- 
vestigating the seizure by Russia 
of Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia. 
The statement referred indirect- 
ly to a Soviet bid for a Big Four 
Foreign Ministers conference in 
Berlin, 


“We approach a possible meet- 
ing with the representatives of 
the Soviet Union,” he said. “I 
can assure you that we welcome 
opportunities to settle specific 
disputes between us; to end the 
race in armament, particularly 
atomic armament, and to reduce 
the risks of war.” 

“But let me also assure you 
of this,” he added. “We do not 
look on the conference table as 
a place where we surrender our 
Pp ples, but rather as a place 
a. making our principles pre- 
vail.” 

The Russian offer last Thurs- 
day suggested Berlin for the 
conference site. President Eisen-

FEWER PART-TIME 
POSTAL EMPLOYES 
THIS CHRISTMAS 


The St. Louis Post Office will 
employ some 1000 to 3000 fewer 
part-time workers this Christmas 
rush season than in recent years, 
and regular employes will make 
ap the difference in man-hours 
by working overtime, Postmaster 
Bernard F, Dickmann announced 
today. 

Between 8000 and 9000 part- 
time workers will be employed 
from Dec. 14 to Dec. 24 accord- 
ing to need, instead of the usual 
10,000 to 11,000, Dickmann said. 
There are already more appli- 
cations received than jobs avail- 
able, he added. 

The Post Office’s 5600 regular 
letter carriers, mail handlers, 
clerks and custodians will work 
up to two hours a day overtime, 
“depending on how the mail 
comes ‘in,” the postmaster said. 
For years, he noted, their unions 
have urged such overtime work 
for the season, arguing that 
trained workers are much more 
efficient than temporary helpers. 

“The present administration 
has instructed post offices to 
make this change, and we expect 
some savings,” Dickmann said. 
Regular employes have not done 
any extensive overtime work for 
the last few years.

KOREA PROPOSED 


Dean Wants Soviets to 
Have Voting Rights 
and Be Bound by 


Peace Agreements. 


PANMUNJOM, Nov. 30 (AP) 
—The Communists today offered 
a broad proposal for a Korean 
peace conference, some of it new 
and some of it old, but most of it 
got a cold shoulder from United 
States delegate Arthur H. Dean. 

Dean in turn offered the Reds 
a compromise plan to let Russia 
sit in on the conference as a 
“neighbor of Korea,” as a “third 
party,” but with full voting 
status. 

Dean’s suggestion was a revi- 
sion of earlier United Nations 
demands that a conference in- 
clude only the two belligerent 
sides with Russia sitting on the 
Communist side if it attends at 
all. However, an Allied spokes- 
man said: 

“We expect the law of gravity 
will operate to take care of that 
situation, and we would not be 
surprised if Russia would show 
up as the chief spokesman for 
the Communists.” 

The Communists again insist- 
ed that Russia sit in the confer- 
ence’ as an Asian neutral, along 
with India, Pakistan, Burma and 
Indonesia.” 

Both sides agreed to take a 
day off to study the new propo- 
sals., They will meet again 
Wednesday.

Every potential escapee has 
many problems to think about; 
Will he find a job? Will he not 
be pushed from one place to 
another? Will he be protected? 
If he brings documentary evi- 
dence he will need every protec- 
tion. 
friend? Will he not be forgotten 
in time and be left in the cold 
at the mercy of Soviet propagan- 
da and revenge”? 

These and many other thoughts 
he will have to explore and to 

none of them can he find a sure 
|answer because there is no sure 
and ironclad provision in dem- 
ocratic societies to meet such 
possibilities. 

Suggests New Law. 

It is time to establish such 
provisions. A_ solution of the 
escapee problem is essential be- 
‘cause it is as real a problem as 
that of Communist agents and 
the damage they do to our so- 
,ciety. Here is my suggestion for 
a solution: 

First, a special type of citi- 
zenship law should be enacted. 
Its effect would be that every 
'escapee who brings documentary 
evidence which can stand scru- 
pulous investigation, leading to 
‘disclosure of Communist spy 
‘activity, should become a Cana- 
| dian (or American) citizen with- 
, out complicated procedure and 
ir the utmost speed. 

' Second, this law should pro- 
vide lifelong protection for suc 
'a citizen if he desires it and

The more completely this is 
recognized the more clearly the 
value of such a law as I suggest 
will be seen. In meeting the 
‘challenge of Communist con- 
spiracy the more energetic the 


Canadian and American Gov- | 


ernments are in promoting, 
‘passing and upholding such a 
‘law the safer we will all be. 
There is no use in going half 
| way about it because Communist 
‘agents in their secret work do 
not go half way. 

This, in brief, is the most im- 
portant part of my advice. The 
second part deals with ways and 
‘means of exploiting the favor- 
able conditions such a_ law 
would create. These ,include 
propaganda, psychological ap- 
proaches and other methods of 
more interest to specialists than 
to the public. But the basic 


foundation is the law guarantee- 
ing to future. escapees our 
friendly treatment.

PRESIDENT URGES 
GREATER OUTLAY 


FOR SOIL SAVING 


Inspects Display, Asks 
Benson if He Can’t 
Use Some of Savings 
for Conservation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower said to- 
day he thinks the Government 
ought to spend more money on 
soil conservation, 

The President asked Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra T. Ben- 
son to see if he couid use some 
of the money he hopes to save 
elsewhere in the Agriculture De- 
partment for the soil conserva- 
tion program. | 

“I'd like to see the whole ap- 
propriation (for -soil conserva- 
tion work) go up,” Eisenhower 
said. 

He made the statement after 
inspecting an Agriculture De- 
partment display on what hap- 
pens to farm land where con- 
servation practices are not fol- 
lowed, and what improvements 
can be made. 

“I think this is terrific,” the 
President said of the exhibit. 

Benson Explains Exhibit. 

Benson and Assistant Secre- 
tary J. Earl Coke explained the 
exhibit and told the President 
of al] the steps the department 
takes to help farmers with their 
conservation work. 

Benson’s recent Agriculture 
Department reorganization plan 
brought bitter protests from 
some scil conservation agencies 
because it abolished seven re- 
gional offices of the Soil Con- 
servation Service. Technicians 
and other experts in the region- 
al offices were transferred to 
state offices or to headquarters 
here, and Benson insisted the 
program would be strengthened 
rather than weakened. 

In addition to giving tech- 
nical advice, the department 
shares with farmers the cost of 
such conservation work as build- 
ing small ponds, which prevent 
water run-off and supply water 
for stock. 

The department has this year 
an appropriation of about $200,-

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STH AMENDMENT 
PLEAS PRESENT 
LEGAL PARADOM 


Witnesses Are Able -to 
Withhold Facts While 
Giving Impression 


They Are Culpable.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30—Al- 
leged Communists, tax law vio- 
lators or hoodlums who plead 
the Fifth Amendment when re- 
fusing to testify before Con- 
gressional committees, and so 
escape contempt trials, provide 
a@ paradox. 


They frustrate committee ef- 
forts to pry out of them facts 
about themselves and others. 
Yet they give the impression 
that they are culpable. That, in 
a way, satisfies some commit- 
tee investigators. 

The Fifth is one of the first 
10 amendments added to the 
Constitution after it was orig- 
inally drawn in 1788. It guar- 
antees the right of accused in 
criminal proceedings. 

Known as the Bill of Rights, 
the 10 were designed to safe- 
guard human rights which “rad- 
icals” of the time argued were 
not protected in the main doc- 
ument. Without the Bill of 
Rights the Constitution would 
not have been ratified by the 
states. 

Stems From Church Persecutions 

The refuge of the pleaders, 
whether before grand juries, 
courts or legislative bodies, is 
one line in the Fifth Amend- 
ment. It is referred to in the 
many volumes written about the 
Bill of Rights as the privilege 
against self-incrimination. 

It grew out of Thirteenth Cen- 
tury practices by church courts 
in England of calling presum- 
ably innocent persons before 
them and compelling them to 
answer heresy questions, under 
oath, about themselves and their 
neighbors. 

Law courts by 1650 had led 
to abandonment of the practice, 
but it was fresh in the minds 
of early Americans. It went into 
state constitutions after the rev- 
olution and from them into the 
federal document. 

The Fifth Amendment pro- 
vides that no person may be 
tried for a crime until after in- 
dictment by a grand jury. No 
person may ce be put in 
“jeopardy of life and limb” for 


the same pense. It says he 
cannot be deprived of life, lib- 
erty or prépérty, without due 
process of law. 


The self-incrimination line 
says: “nor shall he be compelled 
in any criminal case to be a 
witness against himself.” 

Widely Interpreted. 

The courts, up through the 
Supreme Court have interpreted 
“criminal case” in such general 
terms that it has come to apply 
not only to grand juries and law 
courts but to legislative bodies 
as well. 

A witness who fears that in 
answering questions, even as to 
whether he knows a certain sus- 
pected person, he might uncover 
his own crime, must plead that 
self-incrimination privilege be- 
fore he says anything else. 

He can’t talk before a grand 
jury or committee and later 
plead in court that his rights 
were violated. Attempts have 
been made to write immunity 
laws for congressional commit- 
tees but they have not succeed- 
ed so far. 

Persons accused as Commu- 
nists pleading the privilege are 
presumed to fear that “crime” 
under the Smith act of conspir- 
ing to overthrow the govern- 
ment by force and violence. 

What the hoodlums so plead- 
ing before the Kefauver com- 
mittee apparently dreaded was 
admitting anything that would 
get them in trouble with state 
courts or the federal tax col- 
lector. 

Early witnesses before the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee sought refuge be- 
hind the First Amendment 
which assures freedom of relig- 
ion, speech and the press. But 
when they were cited for con- 
— the courts sent them to 


Following a Supreme Court 
decision in September 1950, 
that admission of Communist 
activity might be incriminating, 
the Fifth Amendment was in- 
voked by lawyers for the al- 
leged Communist witnesses. It

NEW LEAD PENCILS 
MAKE HOUSEHOLD 
CHORES EASIER 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30 (UP) — 
Makers of the ordinary wooden 
lead pencil have come up with 
some new tricks that are help- 
ful to housewives. 

Women who sew at home now 
have available pencils that will 
make a clear mark on cloth. 
The marks wash out without 
leaving a trace after cutting and 
sewing chores have been 
finished. 

In gardening, a new moisture- 
resistant marking pencil has 
been created to replace the old 
method of identeifying flowers 
and vegetables with the seed 
packet. A tag marked with this 
new pencil will retain visibility 
even after long exposure to rain 
or wind. 

There are new pencils for 
writing on glazed surfaces such 
as glass or cellophane. These 
make it unnecessary to spend 
time pasting identifying labels 
on home-canned products, for 
example. 

The housewife who has a bit 
of leisure to indulge a hobby 
now has _ available 70-odd 
colors in pencils that can be 
used for painting. The leads of 
many coloring pencils are 
solube and thus provide greater 
control and detail than conven- 
tional water-color 
methods.

Incidence of a rare form of 
cancer, lung adenomatosis, has 
increased seven times in the last 
eight years as compared with 
the previous 75, Dr. Seymeur M.

The disease is similar, Dr. 
Farber said, to a contagious 
malady which has afflicted sheep 
in South Africa, Iceland and in 
Montana.

Maryland vs. Oklahoma. 
HE man from Atlanta 
T sniffed disdainfully at the 


Georgia Tech-West Vir- 
ginia New Year's day game at 
New Orleans,. and, in fact, 
turned up his nose at all bowl 
Games except one. 

He might have been over- 
doing it because many per- 
sons will go many miles and 
more important, will spend 
many dollars to watch Mich- 
igan State against U.C.L.A., 
and Alabama play Rice as 
well as Tech and West Vir- 
ginia in the Sugar Bowl. 

There will, of course, be 
interest in the Sugar, Rose’ 
and Cotton bowl games, but 
the transplanted Georgian had 
something when he spotlight- 
ed the Maryland-Oklahoma 
Orange Bow! battle at Miami 
as THE game of Jan. 1. 

If the Orange Bowl folks 
gambled when they tied up 
the Big Seven and Atlantic 
Coast conferences for two 
years, they drew a “natural” 
for the first one because many 
football men have waited long 
for the Terrapins and Soon- 
ers to meet. 

Through the influence of 
Missouri’s Don Faurot, whose 
war-time coaching staff at 
Iowa Pre-Flight included two 
bright and ambitious young 
men, Maryland and Oklahoma 
play, act and look alike. From 
the color and cut of their uni- 
forms to the swift, crisp man- 
ner in which they operate the 
Split-T formation, the Terps 
and Sooners are twin terrors 
of the college gridiron. 

That's no accident, either 
because Bud Wilkinson was 
Jim Tatum’s assistant during 
the one season in which Big 
Jim put Oklahoma on its feet 
and then departed — under 
conditions still somewhat mys- 
terious—for Maryland and a 
similar revival so swiftly and 
skillfully accomplished.

T’S a mistake to regard 
| tatu and Wilkinson as 

having been dry behind the 
ears, football-wise, when they 
saw Faurot's new Split-T to 

‘be what Wilkinson has called 
“the greatest contribution to 
offensive football in 20 years.” 

Tatum, big and affable but 
an aggressive recruiter, had 
been a star tackle at North 
Carolina under Carl Snavely, 
followed the Grey Fox to Cor- 
nell as an assistant coach in 
1935 and returned to his alma 
mater as football headmaster 
for one year (1942). 

Wilkinson, rangy. person- 
able and rawhided beneath a 
mild exterior, got his basic 
gridiron training under an- 
other old master, Bernie Bier- 
man of Minnesota, where he 
played guard and_ then 
switched to blocking back to 
call signals for the Golden 
Gophers’ national] champions 
of 1934-36. He served as an 
assistant coach at Syracuse 
and Minnesota before meeting 
Faurot—and Tatum—in the 
Navy. 

Faurot has refused to pre- 
dict an outcome in the up-coim- 
ing first coaching clash be- 
tween the 40-year-old Tatum 
and 37-year-old Wilkinson, 
though he observed that an 
Oklahoma victory would be 
best for the Big Seven. But 
when Don doffed his lieuten- 
ant commander’s uniform late 
in 1945, it was Tatum he 
sought as a Missouri assistant 
at an attractive salary. 

“He’s the best defensive 
coach I ever saw and a good 
recruiter, but,” Faurot added 
sadly, “I don’t think we'll get 
him. That head coach’s job 
at Oklahoma is open and, if 
they ask me, I'll recommend 
Jim.” 

With or without Faurot’s 
assistance, Tatum took over at 
Oklahoma just after’ the 
neighboring Aggies had laced 
the Sooners, 47 to 0. With 
him in 1946 he took Wilkin- 
son and, not just incidentally, 
key members of a strong 
Sackeonviiie (Fla.) Naval Sta- 
tion team. 

First he changed the uni- 
forms, bringing in the trim 
style and identical color 
scheme both Oklahoma and 
Maryland have worn ever 
since and then he changed the 
Sooner’s record. A 7-3 season 
and half-share of the Big Six 
title brought a ‘Gator Bowl 
bid and a 34-13 victory over 
North Carolina State. 

As hurriedly as he arrived at 
Norman, Tatum left—many in 
the red-clay country still re- 
sent Big Jim either for coming 
or going — but Wilkinson 
stayed behind. 

They Lose... Seldom. 

N the seven seasons that 

have followed, Oklahoma 

under Wilkinson has lost 
only eight of 73 games, none 
in league play and had com- 
piled a modernnational record 
of 31 straight victories before 
suffering an upset by Ken- 
tucky three years ago in the 
Sooners’ third straight Sugar 
Bowl trip. 

Maryland under Tatum has 
been less successful, sensation- 
ally speaking, but only mildly 
so. Tatum’s Terps ‘ave lost 
only 11 of 70 games and have 
included among their victories 
a ’Gator Bowl triumph over 
Missouri and an vr -t decision 
over Tennessee’s. national 
champions in the Sugar Bowl 
two years ago. 

Oklahoma ranked first in 
the nation in 1950, but Mary- 
land, often a bridesmaid, had 
to wait until this season. And 
now at long last it’s Sooners 
versus Terrapins, Wilkinson 
against Tatum. 

“We look a lot alike,” Big 
Jim said in an understatement 
after scouting friend Bud's 
boys in their 42-7 rout of the 
Aggies last Saturday.

“we will see to it that all Com- 
munists and left-wingers who 
came into government under 
former administrations are g0- 
ing to be put out.” 

It was in reply to a report- 
er’s question about Hall’s state- 
ment that Eisenhower said, in 
effect, that he hoped the issue 
would be forgotten by next 
November. 

At the same press conference, 
the President bristled when an- 
other reporter quoted from Tru- 
man’s speech that “it is now evi- 
dent that the present Adminis- 
tration has fully embraced, for 
olitical advantage, McCarthy- 
sm.” Eisenhower replied sharp- 
ly that he would leave that ques- 
tion to the verdict of the as- 
sembled reporters. 

Because of the unusual tri- 
angular controversy involving 
Eisenhower, Truman and. Mc- 
Carthy, many influential Repub- 
lican politicians are reluctant 
and guarded in their public 
statements about how extensive 
and intensive “McCarthyism” 
and “Trumanism” issues will be 
in the campaign. Some assert 
privately that of course Reds in 
the Truman and Roosevelt Ad- 
ministrations will be exploited 
as much as possible. 

Democrats Worried. 


Privately, many Democratic 
politicians are worried, despite 
what they say publicly. Some are 
threatening reprisals on Eisen- 
hower’s domestic legislative pro- 
gram next year if the Republican 
partisans persist in going ahead 
with their plans to follow up 
with other revived cases accusa- 
tions by Attorney General 
Brownell and FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover that Truman and 
his highest Cabinet officers were 
“soft” or “blind” to Communist 
infiltration into sensitive spots 
in the Government. 

Many Democrats indicate that 
they have been put on the de- 
fensive by Brownell’s charge. 
They had been planning an ag- 
gressive attack with their own 
charges that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration had failed to pro- 
duce domestic programs to 
counteract falling farm prices 
and increasing consumer costs, 
to balance the budget and to 
lower taxes. They were hoping 
that Eisenhower was right when 
he told the press conference that 
issues in political campaigns are 
not made by any individual, in- 
eluding the President of the 
United States, and that issues 
are made by the needs of the 
country. 

No Urge to Defend Truman. 


These Democrats, many of 
whom were not admirers of Tru- 
man and feel no urge to defend 
him now, will try to steer the 
campaign away from “McCar- 
thyism,” “Trumanism” or any 
individual and get the campaign 
back to basic partisan issues. 

Eisenhower told his press con- 
ference that “McCarthyism” was 
a term he did not particularly 
understand. 

The meaning of the term has 
been a matter of doubt, despite 
Truman's definition: 

“It is the corruption of truth, 
the abandonment of our histori- 
cal devotion to fair play. It is 
the abandonment of the ‘due 
process’ of law. It is the use of 
the big lie and the unfounded 
accusation against any citizen 
in the name of Americanism or 
security. It is the rise to power 
of the demagogue who lives on 


The confusion over meanings

Facts for Gov. Donnelly 


All the arguments in favor of extension of the 
St. Louis earnings tax were brought together in 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch by Mayor Tucker. They 
are so convincing that it is difficult to under- 
stand why such stfenuous efforts must still be 
made, let alone why this taxing power was not 
voted long ago. 

Members of the St. Louis legislative delegation 
are overwhelmingly in its favor. In fact, only 
Representative John W. Green of the Seven- 
teenth District is opposed to it, although State 
Senator Robert Pentland has expressed qualified 
opposition, and three representatives are still 
undecided. Against these five stand 17 firmly 
pledged votes. Most of the outstate legislators 
visited in recent weeks by Mayor Tucker and 
former Mayor Kaufmann also have indicated 
that they will vote favorably if given the op- 
portunity. 

So that leaves Gov. Phil M, Donnelly. He did 
not include the earnings tax bill for the relief 
of St. Louis in the call for a special legislative 
session to provide drouth relief for rural Mis- 
souri. So another special session must be called 
if the city’s power to collect this tax is not to 
expire April 1, 1954. St. Louis cannot afford to 
wait for the convening of the next regular ses- 
sion in January of 1955. 


. * * 


Gov. Donnelly knows full well that our city 


‘ government is efficient and economical. Even so 


it hardly has the means to cope fully with such 
problems as slums, overcrowded and under- 
staffed hospitals, traffic-choked streets and 
worn-out facilities, to mention only those listed 
by the Mayor. And the Governor must know 
how bad the situation would be if City Hall 
were deprived of $8,000,000 or one sixth of its 
annual income through the lapsing of the earn- 
ings tax. 

Gov. Donnelly must also know that St. Louis 
now is levying the maximum real estate tax per- 
mitted by the State Constitution and that its as- 
sessments are the highest in the state. He must 
know the futility of trying to raise $8,000,000 a 
year by such devices as “nuisance” taxes. And 
he must have an idea of the legal delays involved 
in an attempt to remedy this situation by amend- 
ing the City Charter. 

Meanwhile that charter, adopted almost 40 
years ago, leaves much of the city’s revenue- 
raising power to the discretion of the Legisla- 
ture. But it also compels the city to support 
state courts and so-called county offices, not to 
mention the Police Department. Their expendi- 
tures are determined by state authority, yet the 
tax St. Louis is permitted to levy for their sup- 
port falls $9,500,000 short of the cost. 

* * . 


The Mayor has emphasized that St. Louis is 
not asking for a hand-out of state funds—just 
the right to continue a modest tax on those who 
live in the city or make their earnings here. 
Why should St. Louis not have this authority— 
and without the need to ask for it in Jefferson 
City every two years? 

For St, Louis the earnings tax means not only 
the difference between a balanced budget and 
municipal insolvency, but also the difference 
between progress and decay. How can the city 
possibly sell needed improvement bonds unless 
its books are in good shape? 

On all these questions Gov. Donnelly stands 
silent. Surely he is not in favor of municipal 
bankrupt¢éy and civic decay. Surely he realizes 
the depressing effect on all Missouri of a de- 
pressed St. Louis. 

Why then the exasperating delay in this vital 
business? 
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Unnecessary Embarrassment 
From Panmunjom comes a new release with 
names and home communities of American pris- 
oners listed as refusing to go home after having 
been war prisoners in the hands of the Commu- 
nists. These Americans are said to have returned 
mail sent to them. It is a fair question as to 
what constructive purpose is served by this 
kind of news release while the efforts at 
reclamatien go on. Some or all of the “hold- 
outs” may be brought back to the free world’s 
side. Meantime it is no help whatever to em- 
barrass their parents and relatives in their 
home communities. Clouds still hang over this 
phase of the prisoner exchange. The clouds 
should be cleared away before the situation is 

made positive and final fn the public mind.

The chairman of a House subcommittee says 
“a number of people were misled” into thinking 
they had a formal contract with the Government. 
It seems most unlikely that many people failed 
to avail themselves of facts which have been 
common knowledge for the last 18 years, al- 
though Representative Curtis says he did so. 

Arthur J. Altmeyer, former Social Security 
Commissioner, told the Nebraskan that “the full 
faith and credit of the United States is behind 
social security.” The dollars in which social se- 
curity payments are made are supported by noth- 
ing more. 

Millions of Americans trust their Government 
and have expressed no such apprehension as 
Representative Curtis voices. The subcommittee 
chairman says his group probably will offer 
some “broad, basic recommendations” regard- 
ing social security. Would it not be better to 
get on with these recommendations instead of 
marking time on this dubious side-issue?

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The Code in Washington 


Does the code of Abilene apply to employes 
of the United States Government? ) 

James Reston, Washington correspondent of 
The New York Times, set out to find the answer 
to that question after hearing President Eisen- 
hower eloquently state the code in these words: 


In this country, if some one dislikes you 
or accuses you, he must come up in front. He 
cannot hide behind the shadows, he cannot 
assassinate you or your character from be- 
hind without suffering the penalties an out- 
raged citizenry will inflict. 


The answer to Mr. Reston’s question, as to 
whether a Government employe under dismissal 
procedure enjoys the right to face his accuser, 
turned out to be No. 

Under the Eisenhower Administration's securi- 
ty program, Mr. Reston reports, an employe ac- 
cused of any form of subversion never sees his 
accuser because the FBI does not even tell the 
employing agency who the accuser is. In non- 
loyalty cases—when an employe is charged with 
such things as excessive addiction to drink or 
narcotics—the accused may face the accuser if 
the latter wishes to appear, if the Government 
wishes him to appear, and if he wishes to defray 
his own expenses. In such cases the confronta- 
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tion seldom occurs. For that matter, a hearing 
seldom occurs, No doubt the FBI can give good 
reasons for not permitting the accused to con- 
front his accuser in government. Mr. Reston has 
been a good reporter, anyway, for telling just 
what the facts are.

Bevan and Jenner in the Same Boat 

Aneurin Bevan, fiery rebel against the ‘“‘con- 
servative” Attlee leadership in the British Labor 
party, has called on his country to’ cease its 
co-operation with the United States unless Wash- 
ington recognizes Communist ‘China. He laid 
down this bit of Bevan law in a blistering speech 
at Cardiff, Wales. 

The time may come when the present gov- 
ernment on the mainland of China is recognized; 
no less a diplomatic authority in the Eisenhower 
Administration than Secretary of State. Dulles 
recently suggested the possibility. But whatever 
is done or not done about China, it will not be 
because of orders from one man in Britain. 
The Churchill Government will pay him scant 
attention and he will doubtless get even less 
notice in official Washington circles. 

Even so, the Bevan blast serves one excellent 
purpose. It is a reminder of how far out of 
bounds Senator Jenner of Indiana was when he 
attempted to set the conditions when and if 
Canada permitted the Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee to question Igor Gouzenko, With 
Gouzenko’s help, Canada cracked a postwar 
spy ring and in gratitude Canada has assiduously 
protected the former Soviet code clerk at Ottawa 
against Communist reprisal. Secretary of State 
Dulles is entirely right in his refusal to call on 
Canada to relinquish its control over Gouzenko. 

Bevah is not going to tell the United States 
how to run the foreign policy of the United 
States and neither is Jenner going to manage 
the internal affairs of Canada. Some things 
may be confused, but these should be perfectly 
clear. 

Meantime we call attention to Gouzenko’s 
constructive suggestions on espionage detection 
which appear exclusively in the United: States 
in today’s Post-Dispatch in a copyrighted state- 
ment of much importance.

_ St. Louis can afford a patronizing air toward 
the game now going on in New York, Philadel- 
phia and Easton, Pa. The Easterners are trying 
to invent some new names for smoke palls. We 
went through all that once upon a time, before 
the anti-smoke ordinance. 

The smoke, or whatever, blanketed the Eastern 
industrial triangle for several days recently. 
While people coughed and searched for the sun, 
the press generally referred to it as a light haze. 
A New York Herald Tribune reporter, however, 
flatly called it a smaze, meaning smoke and haze. 


This did not satisfy the Easton Daily Ezpress, | 


which also discarded smog as native to St. 
Louis and other Western points. The Express of- 
fered a definition of its own. Namely, smist, 
which is smoke and mist (n@ haze, no fog and 
not much smoke). 

These euphemisms have a familiar ring on 
the banks of the Mississippi—the West bank, 
anyhow. We may have haze, smaze, smist or even 
smog, but the one thing we do not have so much 
of any more is smoke—and that seems to be 
what the Easterners are really talki: : about. 
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Room for Maneuver 

President Eisenhower now has reason to 
thank the Democrats who last summer held out 
against a Republican move, originally backed 
by the President, to convert the Tariff Commis- 
sion into a partisan body. 

Because the Democrats refused to yield to the 
G.O.P. demand for a party majority on the 
heretofore bipartisan commission, a compromise 
was finally adopted providing that where the 
commission evenly divides on a tariff issue, the 
deciding vote shall be cast by the President. 
The first case under this procedure has now 
come to his desk. 

The issue was whether the escape clause of 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act should be 
applied to the hand-blown glassware industry 
on the ground that it is being injured by for- 
eign competition. The three Republicans voted 
Yes, the three Democrats, No. 

After two months of consideration, President 
Eisenhower has sidestepped a decision by send- 
ing the case back to the commission for further 
study. Obviously, however, the White House 
on the basis of its own study was most reluctant 
to accept the G.O.P. majority decision in favor 
of invoking the escape clause. The questions 
asked by the President indicate that the White 
House does not regard the case for special tariff 
protection for this industry as proved. 

The President may very well be seeking for 
time until his commission on foreign economic 
policy reports. The point is that he would not 
have enjoyed as much scope for maneuver under 
the G.O.P. plan for the Tariff Commission which 
the Democrats saved him from. Had that plan 
gone through, the glassware case would have 
come to him, not as an unresolved dispute, but 
as a commission decision, which he could over- 
turn only upon a very conclusive showing 
against it. :

Review of early postwar months shows that Truman Adminis- 
tration had many pressing problems when first White case re- 
ports were prepared by FBI; editorial says record shows former 
President was more alert to Red activity abroad than at home.

In the unfolding of the Harry Dexter 
White case, the years 1945-46 have taken 
on magical and elusive qualities. They 
were crucial years in the history of 
America and of the entire world. On 
April 12, 1945, Harry S. Truman be- 
came President of the United States 
upon the death of F.D.R. 


Within the space of less than a month 
came Germany’s unconditional surren- 
der. On Aug. 6, 1945, the world’s first 
atomic bomb was dropped on Hiroshima, 
and on Sept. 2 the Japanese surrender 
was signed. 


Among the little people of the world, 
the hope of lasting peace ran high, The 
U.N. charter went into effect on Oct. 
24, 1945. In December of the same 
year the Big Four — 
foreign ministers 
met in Moscow to 
discuss interna- 
tional control of 
atomic energy, 
trusteeship for Ko- 
rea, the adminis- 
tration of Japan 
and means of work- 
ing out European 
peace treaties, 


The then Secre- 


tary of State 
Byrnes, accused of 
appeasing Russia 


by the late Senator 
Vandenberg of 
Michigan and Senator Connally of 
Texas, resorted to a nationwide broad- 
cast on Dec. 30 to defend himself. 
Byrnes maintained that the Moscow de- 
cisions would further world peace. 


The West’s Illusion Shattered

It was against such a background 
that plans were being made for the 
opening of the first U.N. General As- 
sembly meeting in London on Jan. 20, 
1946. And it was against the same 
background that the first detailed FBI 
report mentioning Harry Dexter White’s 
connection with a Soviet spy rihg 
reached the White House on Dec, 4, 
1945—and was ignored. 


The illusion that the Western world 
could live in perpetual amity with Rus- 
sia was soon to be shattered. There 
were some trouble signs in the dis- 
tance, but few people paid attention 
to them. 


Russia had been displaying a stub- 
born reluctance to withdraw her troops 
from Azerbaijan Province in Iran, and 
Moscow’s grip on what were to become 
the Eastern European satellites was 
tightening almost imperceptibly but 
surely. 


On the home front, late in 1945 and 
early 1946, there were momentous 
events afoot. Congress and the country 
at large had begun the clamor to bring 
the G.I.s home—perhaps the biggest 
single boon to Communist expansion 
plans in. the immediate postwar era. 


On Jan. 15, 1946, Gen. Eisenhower 
warned Congress that if demobilization 


were speeded up any more the United 
States would “run out of Army.” 

A wave of strikes had broken out in 
the steel, telephone and electrical in- 
dustries early in 1946. The Pearl 
Harbor hearings in Congress were pro- 
ceeding full steam. And within a short 
while, Southern Democrats in the Sen- 
ate had launched their successful fili- 
buster to prevent enactment of an FEPC 
measure. 


In the same period, native American 
Communists were being forced on orders 
from abroad to shift their wartime 
policy of collaborating with the exist- 
ing government, 


News of the Day, Feb. 4, 1946 


The order was to form a militant third 
party. For dragging his heels, Earl 
Browder was ousted as head of the 
United State Communist party. 


It was on Feb. 4, 1946, that the most 
damaging FBI document against White 
was delivered to Mr. Truman's military 
aide. Tugboat workers went on strike 
in New York, tying up the port. Inter- 
nationally, the debate over Greece— 
stemming from Russia’s demands for 
the withdrawal of British troops—was 
growing more heated in the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Two days later, when Mr, Tryman 
read the White report, Gen. Homma 
was admitting “moral”’ responsibility 
for Japanese war atrocities in the Phil- 
ippines. At home, the House approved 


~the Case strike-control bill—a slap at 


the Truman Administration, 
favored a milder measure. 


‘By March the first chill winds of the 
cold war began to blow—not enough 
to cause grave concern, but enough 
to cause real suspicion of Russia’s 
world aims. It was in March that Mr. 
Truman, with Gen. Eisenhower in at- 
tendance as Army chief of staff, 
adopted the policy of opposing Soviet 
demands on Turkey—even to the extent 
of using United States force, if neces- 
sary. ae 

This was the forerunner of the Tru- 
man Doctrine of military and economic 
aid for Greece and Turkey. 


Alert Abroad, But Not at Home 


It was in March, too, that the Tru- 
man Administration protested against 
continued Soviet occupation of Iran. 
America’s persistence in demanding 
Russian withdrawal from Iran paid off 
when the evacuation was completed 
on May 4, 1946. 


The die was being cast for Mr. Tru- 
man’s future policy toward Russia—a 
policy which prompted Adlai E. Steven- 
son to remark the other day that the 
former President had “done more than 
anyone elise to organize and fortify the 
free world against Communism.” 


Stevenson is right on that score, of 
course. But Mr. Truman, as the évi- 
dence in the White case indicates, un- 
fortunately was not as alert to Com- 
munist activity at home as he was to 
it abroad.

Law- 
rence wrote in his syndicated 
column: “If President Eisen- 
hower is naive enough to be- 
lieve that the Democrats will 
keep quiet about the McCarthy- 
ism issue in 1954, he is very 
much mistaken.” 

“Notwithstanding President 
Eisenhower's expressed hopes 
that disputes over Communists 
and Communist sympathizers 
will be only a memory by elec- 
tion time next year, there seems 
little chance of eliminating that 
issue.”

NE man defined a hobby as something you go nuts 
Qeve: to avoid going nuts over the world in general. 

Certainly a man without interesting things to do be- 
comes jumpy, irritable or depressed, depending upon his 
temperament. 

From a medical point of view hobbies are useful 
adjuncts to treatment. They keep people young in mind by. 
maintaining a lively interest that can be shared with others. 
They often act as less energetic substitutes for strenuous 
vocations when chronic illness oecurs. Sometimes, in fact, 
an activity begun in youth or middle-age as a hobby be- 
comes a major money-making vocation. 

Apparently feeling that physicians should take some 
of their own advice, the editors of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association recently started a new de- 
partment on- hobbies. Articles on one or another of the 
many possible avocations occupy a full page or two of 
the magazine.

Estimate Made That 16,000,000 Who Operate Autos Have Faulty Eyesight ,

MOTORIST in an Eastern 
A city, driving alone in broad 

daylight, ran into a boy on a 
bike at an intersection and killed 
him. 

Irate witnesses told. police it 
was the most calloused piece of 
carelessness they'd -ever seen. 
The driver was booked on a man- 
slaughter charge. A jury found 
him guilty. He was sentenced to 
six months, 

Less than two years after his 
release from prisyn he had an- 
other fata) accident at an inter- 
section which was virtually a 
carbon copy of the first. He 
killed another boy on a bike. 
Again he was accused of wanton 
carelessness. 

This time the Motor Vehicles 
Bureau gave him a thorough 
mental and physical examination. 
It revealed the real reason for 
his troubles: he had a bad case 
of a common eye defect known 
as “tunnel vision.” That is, he 
had sub-standard vision to the 
sides while he was looking 
straight ahead. It explained why 
he appeared to plow wantonly 
into objects which came at him 
from the side. He just didn't see 
the boys on their bikes until it 
was too late. 

This incident assumes fright- 
ening implications when you be- 
gin to realize just how many 
drivers we meet and pass every 
day whose eyes are below par. 


In one recent year, in Con- 
necticut, it was found that’ out 
of 44,000 applicants for driver's 
licenses, more than 20,000 had 
faulty vision — yet only about 
20 per cent of them were wear- 
ing corrective glasses. 

On a broader scale, the Better 
Vision Institute estimates there 
are at least 16,000,000 drivers on 
the road with sub-standard eyes; 
that about half of them are 
dangerous drivers as a result of 
their condition. 

We haven't yet got an ade- 
quate eye examination for pros- 
pective drivers in any state in 
the Union. Every state is sup- 
posed to test eyes, but too-often 
the examination is casual. 

Yet eye sharpness is only one 
factor that is important in driv- 
ing vision. Other features, such 
as tunnel vision, poor depth 
perception, faulty night vision 
and glare blindness are virtually 
ignored. 

Nearly every state checks for 
color blindness. Yet no traffic 
expert I've ever talked to has 
heard of an accident due to this 
cause. . 

It isn’t until these handi- 
capped drivers become involved 
in from three to five gccidents 
that the authorities start to look 
at them carefully. Then they 
‘discover that 58 per cent of 
them suffer from “tunnel vi- 
sion.” That 62 per cent of those 
involved in night accidents suf- 
fer from acute glare blindness. 

It has been demoristrated time 
and again that those who are 
repeatedly mixed up in accidents 
due to bad passing, cutting in 
or rear-end collisions, are usual- 
ly poor in “depth perception,” 
the ability to judgé speeds and 
distance. 

The faet that two-thirds of 
our traffic deaths occur after 
dark, when only one-third of 
the daytime traffic is moving, 
indicates that too many of us 
don't. see well at night. 

Any driver, young or old, 
who'd like to live to collect his 
old age pension, can well afford 
to visit a good eye specialist and 
have a thorough check-up. 

Any reputable optometrist can 
easily measure your Abilities in 
these vital aspects of driving vis- 
ion and tell you how to compen- 
sate for some of your unsuspect- 
ed faults. 

It is common experience that 
many “repeaters” cease to have 
accidents once they unearth the 
reason for them, 

In this season of shorter days, 
the problems of clear vision at 
night become more important. 
Fortunately, the best remedy for 
these difficulties is the brake 
pedal; unfortunately, too few of 
us take the prescription. The 
result is that if your speed 
doesn’t go down with the sun, 
your chances of getting knocked 
off are about nine times greater. 
This is especially true during 
the dread period of twilight. 

An almost universa] failing 
among night drivers near larger 
towns and cities is over-driving 
the LOW beam, With cars con- 
stantly approaching, they get 
tired of dimming the lights ev-

Do you know how far ahead 
your lights will pick out a dark 
object on a dark pavement?

Yet the majority of us still 
“over-drive” our lights; we travel 
so fast that we couldn't possibly 
stop within the distance illumi- 
nated by those lights. In other 
words, to drive 50 miles per hour 
at night, your lights (high or low) 
must be good up to 200 feet 
ahead—and this allows you no 
margin for error. 
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LARE blindness is another 
(| common ailment for which 

the brake pedal is good med- 
icine: that and keeping the eyes 
glued to the right-hand edgé of 
the road while facing trouble- 
some lights. This is a problem 
which affects virtually all of us 
to some extent and becomes 
more serious with age. 

It has been found that our 
glare resistance is best between 
the ages of 19 and 29, yet even 
here one person in seven is be- 
low average. In the 30-39 year 
range, one in three is substand- 
ard. Beyond the age of 50, only

one in seven has normal glare 
resistance.

LAS VEGAS, Nev.. Nov. 30. 


INE, women and song form 
W the lovely icing around the 

$130,000,000 - a - year Las 
Vegas tourist cake. In+a fabu- 
lous package, glamour is dished 
up carefully and deliberately for 
wide-eyed, well-heeled visitors. 
You can watch the world’s top 
entertainers cavort on seven 
stages along a two-mile stretch 
of U. S. 91 called The Strip. 
You can get married, divorced, 
remarried, all with the greatest 
of ease. You can feast, frolic 
and fandango around the clock, 
no questions asked. 

Commercial fun is part of the 
Vegas formula. It’s the glitter- 
ing come-on for this desert 
Babylon’s basic Big .Business— 
gambling. 

Had you traveled along the 
broad highway that leads to Las 
Vegas one night recently, you 
would have found Red Skelton 
at the Sahara surrounded by a 
$25,000 show, Milton Berle~ at 
the Sands with a $35,000 revue, 
Betty Hutton at the Desert Inn 
for another $25,000, Pinky Lee 
and Evelyn Knight at the Last 
Frontier, Vic Damone at El 
Rancho Vegas, Tony Martin at 
the Flamingo. 

This costly talent personifies 
the lushest price war in United 
States entertainment history. 
Ridiculously high salaries have 
all but ruined the economies of 
night club show business. 


Wilbur Clark, maestro of the 
Desert Inn, which had just fin- 
ished staging Johnny Weissmul- 
ler’s expensive aquacade ($20,- 
000, reportedly), gloomed that 
this killing pace will require 
150 stars annually, A _ brand 
new headline cattfaction every 
fortnight. But he ducked a di- 
rect query about a gentleman’s 
agreement which should have 
held weekly costs to $15,000 
. - » and didn’t. 


This price war is felt as far 
away as Los Angeles, 300 miles 
southwest, where Sunset Strip 
clubs can’t match the Las Vegas 
setup either in method or ma- 
zuma. Talent tycoons there 
complain bitterly, in addition, 
that many a California-bound 
tourist leaves his folding money 
and most of his loose change in 
Vegas. 

“They arrive.” mourned a 
leading L.A. nightclub magnate, 
“broke.” 

‘Only ground rule existing to- 
day makes an entertainer the 
“pgoperty” of a Strip hotel for 
all future engagements. Thus, 
Joe E. Lewis, who orginally per- 
formed at El Rancho Vegas, al- 
ways winds up there. He's 
exempt from talent pirating. 
But Strip hostelries go crazy 
outbidding each other for new 
names. 

One hotel entertainment di- 
rector told us h- got so irked 
at raids on his rot-quite-con- 
tracted acts that he rigged a 
hoax through his New York 
agent. Pretended to be dicker- 
ing for a totally fictitious dance 
team. Result: his Strip adver- 
sary wired HIS agent to “offer 
$3500 more—but get 'em!” 

With chorus gals in Vegas, 
things are a bit different. Aver- 
age highstepping blondes draw 
about $115 a week. But they 
have reasonably steady employ- 
ment throughout the season and, 
at a place like the Sahara, can 
live in an air-conditioned dormi- 
tory for $1.50 per day,

VER-ALL, Vegas entertain- 
ment, for which there's 


never a cover or “minimum” 
charge, is what the supermarkets 
term a “loss Jeader.” Like 10- 
cent bread to entice customers 
into the store for $1.10 T-bones. 
“We,” explained Eddie Ames 
of the $5000-a-week singing 
Ames Brothers, ‘are’ simply 
‘shills’ for the casinos.” 


Perhaps half of the audience 
at these bigtime extravaganzas 
wouldn’t go near the gaming 
tables. But lulled by sweet 
music, thick steaks and stiff 
drinks, many of them inevitably 
wind up with dice or a slot 
machine crank in their hands. 
And you have to go through the 
gambling casino to reach the 
dinner-show. Even local resi- 
dents, enjoying a surprisingly 
cheap Sunday evening out, face 
this gauntlet. 


And sometimes the high- 
salaried talent gets magnetized 
by craps and roulette and “21.” 
Then their kingly stipends magi- 
cally return to the operators’ 
pockets. Stories of wild-plunging 
entertainers are legend around 
Vegas. 

There's the orchestra leader 
who went in so deep he was 
“held over for an extended en-

gagement,” as the trade papers 
laughingly call it, for free... . 
The comedy team that parted 
company when one of them got 
hypnotized by a crap table and 
wouldn't leave, And ,the 
great Joe E. Lewis himself, who 
jokes wryly about his losses. 


You can't write a story about 
Vegas without a glance at its 
instantaneous wedding and six- 
week divorces. Rather proudly 
Las Vegas advertises 24-hour 
service’ in both departments. 
Even more proudly it reports 
that marriages lead divorces by 
3-to-1. Over 8500 weddings, 
some 1500 divorces up to June 1 
this.year. 

And only Vegas could offer a 
$10 package deal, including free 
photograph and sympathetic 
minister. All in “a _ friendly 
western atmosphere.” 

Clark county, in the broiling 
middle of which squats Vegas, is 
flat busted. .-Fhe county in 
which seven luxury hotels play 
their multimillion-dollar trade, 
hasn't two silver cartwheels to 
rub together. 


Faced with bills totaling a 
measly $55,000, the county re- 
cently had to borrow to meet 
its obligations. Nevada, whose 
own finances aren’t the world’s 
best, ponied up $110,000 to keep 
Clark liquid. 

* * 

OUNDS fantastic, doesn’t it? 
G Because that $55,000 is about 

one fifth the average week- 
end gambling ‘‘take” at any of 
the Strip’s big hotels. Logically, 
you'd think Clark county would 
be rolling in easy money. 


It's not. Here's why: 


Whereas the State of Nevada 
slaps a flat 2 per cent tax on 
gambling joint gross winnings, 
plus a $1000 annual fee for every 
“device” (i.e., roulette wheels, 
crap tables, “21” boards) over 10 
in a given casino, the county ex- 
tracts a ridiculously small tax. 

It charges only $600 annually 
for each device, $120 for each 
slot machine. Thus the Desert 
Inn,. one of the busiest Strip 
establishments, paid $52,740 last 
year for 12 devices and 92 slots, 
including state and federal taxes. 

But downtown, where city 
taxes are added to Nevada’s and 
Uncle Sam’s cut, the Boulder 
Club simultaneously was paying 
$94,140 on 14 devices and 126 
slots. 

You begin to see why Hotel- 
man Tom Hull wasn't exactly 
crazy when he located the El 
Rancho Vegas beyond the city 
limits more than a decade ago. 
Only a few years back, fearful 
that Vegas would annex them 
and hike their taxes, Strip op- 
erators formed two “towns” 
called Paradise A and Paradise 
B. This forestalled the city’s 
expansion move and even had 
the extra-dividend result of re- 
storing to the twin Paradises half 
for im- 
provements’ made locally.

Most of these curious little fi- 
nancial maneuverings whiz right 
over the average citizen’s head. 
Gambling, to residents not ac- 
tively engaged in “the business” 
is simply something that exists 
in that vicinity, as the M.-G.-M. 
studio exists in Culver City. They 
accept it. They realize vaguely 
that gambling may be morally 
haywire, but that if it were voted 
away, their personal taxes would 
suddenly skyrocket.

OLICE CHIEF -AL KEN- 
Pxepy's 87 officers keep 

crime at a minimum down- 
town where, after all, only four 
house gambling 
joints. In the county, the sher- 
iff's big job is patrolling the 
casinos where as much as 
$500,000 may be lying around in 
cold cash behind the cashier's 
wicket. Because a brigand would 
have no place to hide, and no 
place to flee to except the wide 
open desert, major holdups just 
don’t seem to happen. 

Once, a couple of mobsters did 
heist the Flamingo for $40,000. 
But that was practically an in- 
side job and the’ criminals were 
handled in gangland fashion. 
Rubbed out. Three hundred 
miles from the scene in Holly- 
wood, 

Las Vegas's schools are pret- 
ty good and getting better. And 
to the “average Vegan,” again, 
the gaudy hotels, with their 
glamorous cabarets and casinos, 
are usually just handy spots to 
take Aunt Minnie to when she 
motors in from Oshkosh. 


But there are headaches. Real, 
vexing ones. 
graines, lack of water is the 
worst. You can struggle along 
as a pennilous waif; but you 
can't exist without water in the 
desert. When the temperature 
hits 110 degrees by midsummer, 
Vegans use 600 gallons apiece 
per day what with lawn sprin- 
klers, air-conditioners and cool- 
ing showers.

People are moving here. be- 
cause of the climate, just as they 
flock to Arizona. Recently a 
Macon (Ga.) couple returned to 
Vegas after a brief stop in Los 
Angeles (“too smoggy”).

At the score South’s jump to 
three hearts was logical, of 
course, even though the diamond 
jack lead by West would have 
written an abrupt finis to the 
matter. Actually, West elected 
to open his 10 of clubs—and 
that gave South a chance. 

Declarer captured East’s club 
jack and laid down the king of 
trumps. East took his ace and 
returned the king, then the 
queen of .clubs. South ruffed 
with the trump eight, then 
cashed the trump queen. West 
showed out—and Seuth did some 
thinking. 

It was obvious the diamond 
king would not stand up as an 
entry to dummy, so drawing 
trumps and leading diamonds 
would virtually be surrendering 
three diamond tricks and the 
contract. (If declarer cashed his 
high spades, drew trumps and 
led a diamond, West would 
merely have to be careful to put 
up a high diamond so his part- 
ner would not be thrown into 
an automatic end-play.) 

On the logical assumption that 
since East had held four hearts, 
the rest of his hand was prob- 
ably divided 3-3-3, declarer saw 
a splendid chance for his con- 
tract. He cashed the ace and 
king of spades and, instead of 
picking up East's nine of trumps, 
deliberately played the jack and 
deuce to throw East on lead. 
After that, East was helpless. A 
spade return would concede two 
tricks to dummy, whereas the 
lead of the ace and another dia- 
mond would have precisely the 
same effect.
